The chief engineer of the Roosevelt 
victory, James A. Farley, appeared 
on the platform as the organ pealed 
out “Happy Days Are Here Again.” 
It was a stampede and the fight was 
over. Democrats were jubilant. 

James A. Reed, of Missouri, mount- 
ed the platform accompanied: by Sen- 
ator Long, of Louisiana, a Roose- 
velt aide. Virginia swung over, indi- 
cating that its favorite son, former 
Governor Byrd, was through. 

Senator Connally, of Texas, said, 
“McAdoo beat us to it,” when the 
Roosevelt stampede started. While 
Texas had announced its decision to 
vote for Roosevelt, California, for 
whom McAdoo: was spokesman, was 
first on the roll call. 

McAdoo had swung the convention 
to Roosevelt. New pewter had re- 
turned to his hand after a long po- 
litical exile. 

Farley and McAdoo posed endless- 
ly, shaking hands. The demonstra- 
tion was on almost 15 minutes when 
the first signs of quiet appeared. 

Boos broke out in the gallery.

PARIS, July 1.—(4)—Nicholas 
Murray Butler- told the Associated 
Press today that the Carnegie endow- 
ment for international peace plans to

“Under the pact as it stands,” he 
said, “suppose a nation goes to war. 
What are the co-signatories going to 
do? They cannot go to war without 
themselves violating the pact. 

‘Their attitude is either to en- 
courage the pledge-breaking nation by 
offering it war materials and sup- 
plies, or to discourage it by withhold- 
ing such assistance.’ 

If there could be an agreement 
among the signatories the chances of 
a breach of the pact would be enor- 
mously reduced and the problem of 
disarmament would be greatly simpli- 
fied, Dr. Butler believes.

Many of Atlanta’s most prominent 
merchents. anticipate five times as 
mich: third-class: mail as’ now pre- 
vailing whee the new postal rates be- 
come effective July 6, according to 
Mrs. Virginia Gouedy, head of the 
Gouedy distinct direct mail advertis- 
ing service, located at 420 ‘Rhodes- 
Haverty building. 

Mrs. Gouedy, heading one of the 
largest .difect-mail advertising orgaa- 
izations in Atlanta, which she organ- 
ized during’ ithe war days of 1914, 
in an interview Friday reviewed the 
postal service progress since the foun- 
dation of the country. She pointed 
out that it was not until 1790. that 
mail delivery was taken over by the 
United States government. 

“Prior to that time.” she said. 
“mail was delivered by bearer and 
delivery was uncertain and _ costly. 
When the government took over the 
delivery it cost 8 cents to deliver a 
letter 40 miles and 25 cents for 300 
miles and more. : 

3,000 Miles for 3 Cents. 

“Just think, even under the new 
rate schedule, one can send a letter 
to California—3,000 miles away—for 
3. cents. 

“Jt ‘was not. until 1816 that we 
obtained 1 and 3-cent pdstage and 
in 1882 the 2-cent postage became 


effective.” 

Mrs. Gouedy declared that scores of 
merchants and other business interests 
will now mail much of the matter 
formerly sent first class as third class, 
emphasizing the fact that unsealed 
letters can be personalized and hand- 
signed and sent with the 1 and 1-2- 
cent stamp. She also pointed out that 
the “cent” postal card remains in. ef- 
fect, and that this form of direct- 
mail advertising is decidedly effective. 

“Remember,” she said, “post cards 
are quickly read and seen by more 
than one person.” 

AIR-MAIL RATE UP. 

There. also will be an increase in 
air mail July 6, 8 cents for the first 
ounce and 13 cents for the second 
ounce. 

The Gouedy multigraphing organi- 
zation does everything from writing 
the letter to licking the stamp, in ad- 
dition to specializing in “‘select-mail- 
ing lists’ and giving merchants and 
others original ideas as regards the 
most effective form of direct-mail. ad- 
vertising. She declared that political. 
candidates have found this form of 
advertising materially effective. 

“Direct-mail goes direct home,” she 
said. “And we have found that the 
illustrated letter and advertising have 


won wonderful results.’

The recent award of the police 
gold medal for bravery ‘to Will 
Brown, Atlanta negro, is a fine 
precedent to be set by the police 
committee. :

Recently, in the 
early hours of business, a bandit 
entered the cafe, shot down the 
night manager and a salesman, and 
attempted to escape. There was 


liberty but the porter who saw the 
effect of the gunman’s bullets on his 
superior. Brown followed the ban- 
dit and, though fired at, courageous- 
ly continued the chase. 

The police department's citation 
gives a succinct account of Brown’s 
heroism. It says: 


In the face of repeated pistol shots. 
Brown followed the robber and stood 
guard until police arrived. Never for 
a moment did he show any signs of 
cowardice, but kept right on the heels 
of the fugitive. 

Chief of Police Sturdivant, in pre- 


senting the medal—never before 
awarded a person outside of the po- 
department — paid deserved 
tribute to the brave negro. He made 
it clear that such a service to citi- 
zenship could not be fully rewarded 
by the mere award of the little gold 
Star. 

That the bravery medal should 
have gone to a negro itself is worthy 
of the plaudits of the people. It 
shows the true strain of courage is 
no respecter of race or society. 
That for the first time in history 
the badge of merit was won by a 
person outside of the police depart- 
ment gives to the recognition a 
value and meaning which should in- 
spire all citizens to a better regard 
for law and order, both in obser- 
vance and in enforcement.

IT’S YOUR LIVER OR YOUR 
MIND. 


Trying to teach an old dog new 
tricks is ch-ld’s.play compared with 
trying to break him of his old tricks. 
Canine nature is not unlike human 
nature. People who have believed for 
a lifetime that when one feels out 
of sorts or generally rotten it’s his 
liver or bowels that are torpid are 
not likely to set/ it at all when I 
shout and tear my hair and dance 
about in a fury trying to tell them 
that is a ridiculous notion. They just 
think I’m a queer nut, Especially 
when their good doctors give them a 


infectant or a bowel wash or a. cor- 
rective ditt and pretty soon they're 
feeling all right again. 

Nevertifless and all the world and 
his wife to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, I tell you, you poor ninnies,.that 
the idea is absurd. It isn’t your liver 
or your bowel that is torpid: it’s your 
mind. Must be your mind, or else 
you'd snap out of it some time and 
apprehend clearly that you get over 
such occasional depression just as 
surely and just as promptly in any 
case, no matter what remedy you use 
or whether you resort to a remedy or 
not. You get over ft because, fortu- 
nately, the process of metabolism in 
the body is automatically regulated, 
and it is in no way dependent upon 
the function of the liver or the bowel. 

Laxatives, purgatives, cathartics do 
not remove any poisonous material 
from ‘the blood or the system. They 
merely hurry the evacuation of water, 
perhaps temporarily increase the 
amount of water excreted, and also 
the normal residue of food and any 
foreign material which may have been 
ingested, 

Here we come to a morbid subject, 
mucus. Mucus is the normal lubri- 
cant secreted by all healthy mucous 
membranes. Irritation or inflamma- 
tion of any such mucous membrane 
induces the secretion of an increased 
quantity of mucus, (Noun, mucus; 
adjective, mucous). 

Bowel washes or colon irrigations 
necessarily irritate, even if only water 
be used.

Farley, was among the first to greet 
him by telephone. 

The governor would not. indicate 
what his notification speech would 
contain. 

“I have been preparing a lot of 
things the’ past few days.” he said, 
hinting that perhaps he already had 
hit upon the text of his speech. 

Immediately after his seeing news- 
papermen, the governor posed for 
cameramen and sound movies. 

The governor stepped through the 
veranda of the executive mansion to- 
night and told several hundred ad- 
mirers that he expected to’spend the 
next six months in Albany. 

Smilingly. the governor thanked the 
people for “coming to see me.” His 
address was brief. 

“Happy Days, Franklin.” 

As he turned to re-enter the man- 
sion, one of them wished him. well 
with the words of the song his fol- 
lowers sang in the hectic days of the 
convention hattle: 

“Happy days, Franklin.”

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ROOSEVELT TO FLY *| 
TO CHICAGO TODAY 
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Mask of Bitter Sadness 
Worn by Smith in Defeat 


BY ROBERT ST. JOHN. 
CHICAGO, July 1—(4)—Alfred 
E. Smith, sitting in his hotel head- 
quarters facing a radio and a poster 
of “Smith for President,” heard to- 
night without formal comment the 
nomination of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
“Do you intend to support the 
nominee?” he was asked. 
“T have no comment to make,” 
Smith replied, chewing vigorously at} 


radio and resumed his grim silence. 

Smith’s associates and _ political 
backers said they did not believe he 
would support the democratic ticket 
in November. 

An expression of bitter sadness 
came to the face of the “happy war- 
rior of 1928” as soon as illiam 
Gibbs McAdoo began to announce the 
switch of California’s votes. There 
was a change in that expression only 
once during the rest of the evening, 
when Connecticut’s votes for Smith 
launched an outburst of cheering. He 
smiled slightly for the moment. 

The outcome of the convention was 
not a complete surprise to the former 
New York governor, for the report of 
the switch had filtered through crowd- 


more than an hour before the conven- 
tion convened, 

Smith, however, still did not seem 
to believe it and refused to discuss it 
until he had heard with his own.ears 
over the radio. 

As the hour of the convention drew 
near he had a radio moved into his 
private office at his hotel headquar- 
ters. 
of friends and associates, he 
heard of his own defeat and his fel- 
low New Yorker's victory. 

When it was evident that the stand- 
ard he himself bore four years ago 
would be placed in the hands of his 
former political ally, he turned to 
William F. Kenny, New York wmil- 
lionaire and close ee friend. 
There was a brief whispered conver- 
sation. 

Meanwhile, his asgociates, cam- 
pai aides and friends looked = at 
cae ethed and said nothing, but their 
expressions disclosed their feelings. 

efore McAdoo had finished speak- 
ing and béfore the balloting was over, 
the office staff began packing Smith's 
posters, Smith’s literature and Smith 
buttons into huge wooden boxes. 

The result of the last ballot was 
just announced when the last case 
was nailed shut. A political head- 
quarters that for days had 
with autograph hunters and. button 
collectors, in a few minutes had . be- 
come a bare hotel suite again.

Semi-final matches also were played 
in three of the other four divisions, 
with the United States losing out in 
one but gaining final brackets in the 
other two. Ellsworth Vines Jr., the 
American champion, already is in the 
finals of men’s singles and will play 
H. W. (Bunny) Austin, of England, 
for the title tomorrow. 

The one American defeat, that of 
Wilmer Allison and John Van Ryn 
by Jean Borotra and Jacques Brug- 
non, of France, 6-3, 6-2, 6-4, was more 
unexpected than were the three Ameri- 
can victories. 

Borotra regained his old-time form 
and with Brugnon steady as a rock 
they never gave the Americans a 
chance. Allison and Van Ryn had 
been favorites to retain the title they 
won in 1929 and 1930. 

Elizabeth Ryan, American woman 
living in London, was a principal in 
the other two American victories, 
airing with Helen Jacobs to defeat 
slette Payot, of Switzerland, and 
Miss M. A. Thomas, of England, 6-1, 
6-2. in women’s doubles and winning 
with Enrique Maier, of Spain, in 
mixed doubles from Henri Cochet and 
Mrs. BPileen Bennett Whittingstall,

compromise bill, which emerged 
‘from a week of give-and-take nego- 
tiations between the two houses, -car- 
ried $2,100,000,000 meee of the $2,- 
300,000,000 is formerly provided. 

Sponsors of the measure were hope- 
ful they had worked. out a program 
which would receive the approval of 
President Hoover, despite his objec- 
tions to the public works feature. 

he agreement was announced’ 
triumphantly by the conferees as they 
emerged this evening from the hot 
conference room where they had spent 
the day working in their shirt Sleeves. 

Chairman Norbeck, of the senate 
conferees, said the bill would be draft- 
ed over the week-end, the conferees 
meeting again Tuesday morning to 
give it final approval before report- 
ing it back to their respective bodies. 

he ‘final obstacle was overcomé 
when the conferees agreed to grant 
the Reconstruction Corporation broad 
powers to loan to private industry 
and governmental agencies. 

As approyed, the bill carries a pub- 
li¢ works program of $300,000,000 
and. extends the borrowing power of 
the Reconstruction Corporation for 
loans by $1,.800,000,000. 

Of this latter fund, ‘$300,000,000 
would be used for emergency relief 
loans to states to prevent destitution, 
and the remainder to provide employ- 
ment by starting the wheels of indus- 
try. 

The public works: section of the 
bill was eut to $300,000,000 when the 
conferees earlier in the day agreed to 
an administration plan to eliminate 
the authorization for a bond issue. 


GERMANY 1$ GIVEN 
FORMULA ON DEBI 


BY MELVIN WHITELEATHER. 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, July 1. 
(*)—A reparations formula, softly 
phrased in order to avoid stirring up 
American opposition, but none-the-less 
firmly linking together the. problems 
of reparations and war debts, was 
submitted by five creditor powers to- 
night to the Germaa delegation. 

he next move ‘was up to Chancel- 
lor Franz Von Papen, of Germany. 
German sources were responsible for 
a report that the chancellor had in- 
formed Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, of Great Britain, that the 
program outlined in the formula was 
not acceptable to his. government. 

The formula is a nintars Young 
plan containing no figures ahd no 
safeguarding clause which would pro- 
tect the European creditor nations in 
the é¢yent that the United States re- 
fused to scale down debts. 

Authorities of the repaTations con- 
ference explained that the relationship 
between the debts owed to America 
and reparations had been diplomati- 
cally phrased in the formula. It was 
understood that a plan of allocating 
certain sums to the United States 
had been altered to avoid offending 
the Washington government. 

The core of the scheme would be 
the issuance of bonds backed by Ger- 
many, the proceeds. of which would 
be used to assist in reconstructing 
Europe and to safeguard nations ow- 
ing debts to the United -States in 
the. event the. American government 
refused to revise those debts. 

The forfnula established the method 
of issuing the bonds, gauges Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay, determines 
the interest rate on the bonds, sets 
forth how the proceeds would be used 
for European reconstruction, and de- 
scribes the conditions under which 
they might be used to’ pay the United 
tates. The five great powers, Great 

ritain, France, Italy and Belgium, 
plan to push this program through, 
appending to the formula either the 
acceptance or the refusal of Germany.

 .GENEVA, duly 1.— (UP) — The 
general commission of the. disarma- 
ment conference will begin discussion 
of President Hoover's proposal for 
about one-third arms reduction. next 
Thursday. 

This decision was disclosed when 
British Foreign Secretary Sir John 
Simon conferred for an hour with 
Arthur Henderson, president of the 
conference.

urtis trial rested its case abruptly

Curtis himself, whose veracity has 


been consistently: attacked throughout 


his trial on a charge of obstructing 
justice in the Lindbergh case, was 
not put on .the stand. 

Neither was Colonel. Charles. A. 
Lindbergh, Betty Gow, the baby’s 
nurse, nor the various police officers 
subpoenaed by the defence and ex- 
pected to be subjected to virulent at- 
tacks by Curtis. lawyers about the 
defendant’s -alleged ‘‘persecution” to 
win from him his famous “hoax” 
confession. 

The surprise move came after a 
last-minute huddle by defense law- 
yers: Lloyd Fisher, who has conduct- 
ed most of the cross-examinations, 
earlier had sdid Colonel H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, superintendent of. the 
New Jersey state police, would be 
their first witness and Curtis their 
second. . 

Schwarzkopf walked up to the 
stand, was excused while a document 
was being located, and never got 
back. “Iwo ‘character witnesses from 
Virginia, Bruce Carney, of Churchill, 
and Dr. Frank D. Wilson, of Nor 
folk, testified a few minutes each as 
the only defense witnesses. .. 

Fisher explained. he did not call 
Curtis because of the “indefinite na- 
ture’ of the indictment and because 
the boatbuilder on the stand would 
have to face Harry Stout, veteran at- 
torney, whom tthe defense © vainly 
sought to oust from the prosecution’ 
staff at the beginning of the trial. 
Court observers interpreted this as a 
move by Fisher to leave the way 
open for an appeal should Curtis. be 
convicted. j 

Adjourning court shortly after 6 p. 
m., eastern standard time, Judge 
Adam O. Robbins announced he would 
deliver his charge to the jury at 9:30 
a. m, tomorrow. 

The first hint of the changed de- 
fense plan, which followed the detail- 
ed. account in the prosecution testi- 
mony of how Curtis had made his 
confession and “broke down and cried” 
at the end of it, and the failure of a 
defense motion for a directed verdict 
of acquittal, came when the defense 
made its opening statement to the jury 
in plaintive note. 

“IT don’t know what we are here 
to defend,” said Ryman Herr, defense 


lawyer, “so I cannot outline our de- 
-fense. 


All we can do is to prove 
John Hughes Curtis is a man respect- 
ed and loved in the community in 
which he lives, a man whose word is 
accepted as the truth. : 

“That's all we will show. That’s 
all we can show. don’t know 
what we are here for.” 

Anthony M. Hauck Jr., prosecutor, 
in his summation introductory, seized 
promptly on the fact Curtis was not 
allowed to reach the stand. 

“John Hughes Curtis, I want you 
to member, did not take the stand in 
his own defense,” he said. 

“And there has been no proof of 

abuse of Curtis.by anyone. The state 
police, I, Mr. Lanigan (Joseph Lan- 
igan, assistant attorney-general, as- 
sisting the prosecution), are not. on 
trial,,you know, John Hughes Cur- 
tis is on trial.” 
_ Fisher, in his turn, asserted to the 
jury that it was only because of the 
prominence of Colonel Lindbergh that 
the case had come to trial. 

“If it was the baby of John Brown 
that was kidnaped, and started this 
case, you néver would have heard of 
it,"«he said. 

“The state of Naw Jersey is relying 
on the popularity of Colonel Lind- 
bergh to get you to forget your oaths 
long enough to get a-verdict of guilty 
against John Hughes Curtis.”

The grand jury’ recommended that 
the city atturney take immediate steps 
to re-establish copies of all appear- 
ance bonds to the recorder’s court 
which have been lost, mislaid or re- 
moved from the files and that steps 
be taken to sue or collect the bonds. 

Existence of a “vicious ring of pro- 
motéts or rackéteérs” in Atlanta was 
shown by invéstigdtion of rackets 
masquerading in the name of charity, 
fraternal orders, ete., the grand jury 
said. The presentments charge that 
“it is quite usual for the promoters 
in question to receive 75 per cent of 
the proceeds and_ the organization 


per cent.” Use of “sucker lists” was 
credited. to the promoters by the jury. 

The presentments urge stricter en- 
forcement of traffic laws, recommend 
repeal of the “indeterminate sentence 
law” of 1919, and draw attention to 
the need of correcting pollution of 
streams. 

The presentments follow: 

Georgia, Fulton County: 

To the superior court of said counts. 

This grand jury, selected and sworn for 
the May terms, 1932, begs leave to submit 
to the court the following general present- 
ments based on their investigations ard 
labors during the term now about to end: 

Rackets masquerading in the name of 
charities, fraternal orders, veterans’  or- 
ganizations,. missions, unemployment, __ re- 
lief, ete. 

Investigation by this grand jury has 
shown that a vicious ring of promoters or 
racketeers operate in the city. Some are 
local residents and others are itinerants. 
When authorities in one city become alert 
in protecting their citizens from these un- 
scrupulous operations, making it unprofit- 
able for these promoters to operate there, 
they simply move on to another city where 
they can operate unmolested. 

The usual. method followed by these pro- 
moters is to make a contract with some 
worthy organization, such as a lodge. . club, 
charitable, patriotic or other organization 
to put on a charity ball, a tag day, a drive 
for funds, a yearbook, a magazine or other 
undertking thereby an appeal is made to 
the public for contributions on the basis 
that the proceeds are going to help the or- 
canization whose name is nsed in the so- 
licitation. Evidence submitted to: this 
grand jury shows that it is quite usual for 
the promoters in question to receive 735 per 
cent of the proceeds and the organization 
whose name is used receives only 25 per 
cent. 

These promoters.in turn hire solicitors 
on a commission basis who knowingly or un-

We recommend that complete records of 
receipts and disbursements be kept by any 
organization whenerer the money is ohtained 
by a public solicitation of any kind. 

It 1s the sense of this grand jury that 
the city ordinance which requires that a 
permit be secured by promoters when 80- 
liciting fonds for organizations is beneficial 
to our citinens end we recommend that it 
be rigidly enforced. 

An investigation of the Marsor’'s Emer- 
cency Relief Committee brougit out the fact 
that officials of this committee hare made

Newspaper publicity and. circular letters 
made no mention of this 50 per eent com- 
mission, but to the contrary said that all 
workers ‘were rolunteer werkers and al! 
proceeds went to chatity. We recommend 
that city officials take steps to revoke 
the permit issued to this. committee until 
full and complete information is given in 
their application as required by city ordi- 
nance, 

We feel that Mayor Key did the proper 
thing in. publicly withdrawing the use of 
his name from this. committee in Re face 
of’ the facts in the case. 

Police Department. 

Our investigation .into alleged forgeries 
at the police station has disclosed the fact 
that many entries have been fraudulently 
made on -the records of the court indicat- 
ing that cases had been ‘‘dismissed”’ or 
*‘settled.’’ when no such action had been 
taken. Through these forgeries. many of- 
fenders have escaped trial and many thon- 
nands of dollars in bond/ forfeitures: have 
been lost to the city. 

This is due in large part to an insuf- 
ficient system of records. 

We respectfully recommend that an im- 
proved, system of recording all cases, bonds, 
disposition of cases, monies collected from 
fines and forfeitures and of all continuance 
of cases be installed to the end that the 
above mentioned matters con- 
tinne. 

We feel that the practice which has 
been common of officers of the recorder’s 
court, police officers, clerks and detectives 
borrowing money from professional bonds- 
men without interest and in many cases 
without repayment, is to be condemned 
since it entails an obligation that tends 
to lead to the. bad conditions investigated 
by this grand jury. 

We respectfully recommend that . the 
vourts keep a Close check on cases con- 
tinued in order that they be not overlooked 
er ‘‘lost.”’ We find that many of the 
false entries of dismissals and settlements 
ate Made in cases that bave been continued 
from time to time, until they have grown 
‘‘atale."’ 

We further recommend that the city at- 
terney take immediate steps to re-estab- 
lish copies of all appearance bonds to the 
recorder’s court of Atlanta, which have 
been lost, mislaid or removed from the 
files and that he take immediate steps 
to sne or colle¢t the same. 

County Commissioners. 

We commend the county commissioners 
in their efforts toward economy and urge 
them to continue to further reduce ex- 
penses and put the county on a sound fi- 
nancial basis and reduce taxes. - 

Joint or Separates Trials. 

We respectfully recommend that. legisla- 
tion be iutroduced by Fulton county rep- 
resentatives seeking te give to trial judges 
the right to determine whether or not per- 
sons jointly indicted fer crime shall be 
separately or jointly tried. 

Such discretion placed in the judges hand 
trould save much time and expense in the 
operation of the court and prevent a con- 
sequent congestion of the docket. 

Indeterminate Sentences. 

We recommend that the “indeterminate 
sentence law”. of 1919 be repealed insofar 
as it placed in the hands of the jury the 
fixing of the sentences in felony cases, 
and that the return to the system in vogue 
prior to 1919, whereby the juries only de- 
termined the question of guilt or innocence 
and the presiding judge fixed the sen- 
terice. We believe that the judge is in a 
much better position to acquire sufficient 
knowledge of the previous record and char- 
acter of the defendants, in order to better 
fix the sentence that should be imposed.

Bonds. 
We find that a large amount of work 
required in as the financial

responsibility of persons o 
appearance bonds in the court, and that 
the forfeitures and. collections on these 
bounds amounts to a large sum. We recom- 
mend that some individual or individuals 
be definitely assigned to investigate the 
financial responsibility of persons offer- 
ing to sign bonds, and. that appropriate 
steps be taken to collect all forfeited 
bonds, When.it is. discovered that the se- 
curity on a bond is insufficient then the 
defendant should be re-arrested and suffi- 
cient bond be required. 

Traffic Vielations. 

In view of the numerous 

trafife violations, many of which have re- 
sulted in death and injury, that have been 
brought-to its attention, the grand jury is 
convinced there is urgent need of more 
stringent enforcement of our traffic laws. 
The grand jury feels that to some extent 
at least the non-observance of our traffic 
laws can-be attributed to the leniéncy with 
whieh offenders are permitted to escape 
paying a reasonahle and just penalty for 
such violations. The Sa increasing 
number: of ‘casualties cansed by those in 
charge of motor-driven vehicles being either 
inexperienced. or unmindful of the safety of 
others causes the grand jury to submit its 
recommeéndations that those charged with 
the duty of ‘enforcing our traffic laws put 
forth increased effort to curtail the number 
of cases in which innocent persons are 
killed and maimed through the reckless driv- 
ing of automobfies and trucks along our 
streets and highways, The grand jury be- 
lieves in cases where it imfound that there 
has been shown a spirit of indifference to 
traffic law observance that both city and 
county authorities should see to it that such 
offenders are punished to the full extent 
of the law. Among this class of offender 
is the motorist who crosses’ an intersection 
in the face of a red light, those who fail 
to have their cars. under control in turning 
corners, and others who disregard speed lim- 
its and pass street cars discharging passen- 
gers, especially in the more populous sec- 


tions. 
Sanitation. 

The sanitary condition of Atlanta and 
Fulton county is bécoming alarming and fs 
growing more serious every day. Sewers are 
dumping human and. industrial waste, un- 
treated, into streams. well within the city 
limits: every stream flowing away from the 
city. is offensive to sight and smell. This 
is a condition covering. practically all of 
Fulton county and a large part of DeKalb 
county. Some movement shonld be set in 
motion to remedy this condition without 
delay. 

This matter was well covered by present- 
ments of the Fulton county grand jury serv- 
ing -during January-February term. and E. 
W. Klein, who was foreman, has contrib- 
uted sereral articles to the papers since
